LONG WAY TO GO YET 


LARGE INCREASE IN STORAGE 
IN RESERVOIRS 


KOWLOON ALSO IMPROVES 


Between 7 a.m. yesterday and 7 
‘a.m. to-day the reservoirs of Hong 
Kong Island have taken in 85.26 
million -gallons of water, after de- 
ducting. the quantity consumed. On 
tie estimate of about | 3 million 
gatlons-a day (restricted supply) 
this means that the Island has 
“yvained’? almest a month’s water 
rations. 

“As compared with the ‘ steady” 
of Thursday and the 12 million gal- 
lons. of yesterday, this if\very en- 
couraging indeed but there ‘gs atill 
a long way to go. 
night ago, it was stated officially 
that about 20 inches of rain were 
required to fill the reservoizvs. An 
expert opinion to-day is that, in 
view of the last two days’ 
rain having come two weeks after 
the estimate was made, at least 
another 24 inches or so are requir- 
ed! And it bas to cyme soon 
with very few intervals, s0 that 
the ground in the water storage 
area will not become dry again. 

Record for This Year 

The 85 million gallons is easily 
a record for Hong Kong this year 
and Kowloon has a similar tale to 
tell. The increase, in the 24 hours 
up to 7 a.m. to-day on the main- 
Jand is 41.4 million gallons. 

Although the rainfall varied, 
Tytamtuk, the biggest reservoir 
in the Island, appears to have had

‘COMPANY TO INSTITUTE. A- 
MESSAGE RATE : 


An important change in the Shang- 
hai telephone service is -foreshadowed 
with the announcement made by the 
chairman of the Shanghai Mutual Tele- 
|. phone Co, that.it is proposed to intro 
duce a ‘message rate” instead of’ the 
present fiat rate charged to subscribers. 
Though the alteration is ‘favoured by 
the Company, final decision rests with 
the Shanghai Municipal Council and 
French Municipal franchise. - 

This announcement was made at the 
annual general meeting of. shareholders 
of the Company by Mr. C. M. Bain, 
chairman, in which he stated that the 
directors, had considered the alteration 
when it was decided that . the only 
“equitable rate” for basing charges was 
the “message rate.” Negotiations in 
this connection haye been entered upon 
withthe Municipal Council and French 
Municipal authorities and it is under- 
stood that both these bodies have agreed 
to‘it in. principle. No decision, how-~ 
ever, has been reached in the matter 
as yet. E . : 

: Unwarranted Calls 

One of the chief reasons for the pro- 

posed change, according to Mr. Baan, is

- JURY'S FINDING OF 
. NEGLIGENCE | 


HEAD INJECTIONS ta 
In the King’s: Bench: Division 
action brought by a nine-year-old 
boy, whom he had treated when he 
was a fortnight old, agaifist . Dr. 
Lysander Maybury, of Hampshire. 
terrace, Southsea, 
found that: ; 
Dr. “Maybury. believed: that ‘the 
child was suffering from a congenital’ 
disease. . see 
He was negligent in his diagnosis. 
He was not negligent in selecting 
the method of treatment. 
. On the question of the’ way in 
which he administered treatment ‘he 
was. negligent in his general treat 
ment, Pee 
Lord Hewart.said that, as regards 
these ‘answers, the matter ‘could 
not be definitely closed. The case 
would be put in the list for further 
consideration at a date to suit ‘botl 
parties, : 
The jury were accordingly: dis- 
charged, Lord Hewart remarking 
that they had had an arduous task. 
Before reaching the above con- 
elusions, and after a ‘retirement 
lasting two hours, it had been an- 
nounced that’ the jury could not 
agree on the main question whéther 
the condition of the child was caused 
by the treatment: administered by 
Dr. Maybury. i 
They were requested to endeavour 
to agree'on the question whether 
the doctor believed the infant had 
a congenital disedse; whether his 
diagnosis and treatment were 


negligent, and whether .his method 
of administering the treatment was 
negligent. =. t 

The jury then retired again. 

The Allegations 

The plaintiff in the action.- was 
Leslie Eric Shewry, aged 9, who 
sued through his father, Mr. Marcus 
Sidney Shewry, of Bransbury-road, 
Eastney, Portsmouth, a police in- 
spector. : : 

It was alleged that Dr. Maybury 


in 1920, when the child was a fort-|° 


night old; injected a powerful drug, 
(Novarsenobillion) in the. neigh- 
bourhood of his. brain for a disease 
from which, it. was . submitted, 
neither the child nor his parents 
suffered. It . was.contended ‘ that 
the 
destroyed. some of the tissues, with 
the result that .the child had be- 
come an imbecile and subject. to 
fits. . Dr. Maybury in his defence 
agreed that five injections were 
made, but denied negligence. * 
“Terrible Suggestion” 

The Lord. Chief Justice, sum- 

ming up, told the jury that they 


were engaged in trying.a case of 


exceptional gravity. He had had 
to do-with no graver case during the 
twenty-seven years he-had been in 
the practice of the law, either at 
the Bar cr on the Bench. It had 
assumed an aspect of gravity whieh 
no human being could have anti- 
cipated by reading the pleadings. 
In the course of the case the sug- 
gestion began to be made that this 
was not a case of negligence in 
diagnosing the malady of the ‘in- 
fant, in the choice of treatment, or 
in the treatment chosen. A new and 
much more terrible suggestion had 
been made—that this doctor never 
diagnosed congenital disease at all, 


and had deliberately, in order to put} 


fees into his own pocket,. entered 
upon a series of operations describ- 
ed as hazardous and dangerous 
when, to hig knowledge, there was 
no reason for doing 30. 

“Let me. say this,” 
Lord Hewart, “if a doctor were to 
commit that kind of conduct. it is 
the exact opposite to negligence— 
it is. a crime. To say. that” he 
negligently did this, which it is said 
the doctor has done, is to say that 
he exercised too. little care. . 


“But to say that. he did it know- : 


ing it to -be unnecessary is to say 
that he committed an assault... It 
is a charge not only that he com- 
mitted an. assault, but that . he 
endeavoured .to obtain money” by 
false, pretences, and there. are other 
criminal. charges which may pro- 
perly be framed -upon . such

With a past that has been satis. 
factory alike to the community 
and to its shareholders the Hong 
Kong Tramways, Ltd., has recent- 
ly entered upon a sphere of stil] 
greater usefulness by instituting 
motor omnibus services not only 
on the Island, but on’ the adjoin- 
ing territory of Kowloon. Hong 
Kong and Kowloon together were 
given the status of a Crown 
Colony ‘in 1848, and the popula- 
tion is now about 800,000. The 
territory adjacent to and immedi- 
ately north of Kowloon, known as 
the New Territories, was leased 
to Great Britain by China in 1899 
for 99 years. A great future is 
prophesied for Kowloon, which is 
reached by ferry froni Hong Kong 
ina few minutes and is rapidly 
growing, whereas the City of Vic- 
toria on Hong Kong Island’ has 
almost reached saturation point. 

Reclaimed Areas . 

Situated at the mouth of the 
Canton River, the Island of Hong 
Kong consists of a series of hilly 
ranges, reaching at the highest 
point to about 1,800 ft.. Save for 
the extensive reclaimed portions. 
Hong Kong can boast- of little 
foreshore. It is on these reclaim- 
ed areas that the main business 
centre of the colony has been es-:| 
tablished. The rising slopes 
which form the -background are 
dotted with European residences. 
With its wealth of: foliage, its im- 
posing’ business houses and public 
buildings, and its bold and rug- 
ged outline, the Island presents 
an impressive picture when view- 
ed from the harbour, which lies 
between it and the mainland 
opposite. Here, on the hinter- 
land, British territory-runs  in- 
land for twenty-five miles or s0, 
the whole colcny, including Hong 
Kong, Kowloon, and the New Ter- 
ritoriés and a number of scattered 
islets, embracing an area of about- 
400 square miles. The harbour is 
a magnificent ‘expanse of water,

Is A Philosophy. Of History Possible? 
MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 


[By Piofessor A. S. Pringle-Pattison, LL.D., D.C.L., F.B.A.]

Tt is in the-Prophe‘s that we. find, 
the mest characteristic’ expression 
of this Jewish philosophy of his- 
tory, and, as I have just said, it is 
connected in the closest way with 
the monotheistic faith to which 
they had. fought their way and in 
Which they ¢ducated their eountry- 
, men.. For these great preachers of 

‘national righteovsancss, although 
Tsracl remaing a chosen. people, the 
favour-of Jahveh is not something 
to be counted on as assured by the 
natural kinship between the nation 


and its Gad: it is dependent alto-|- 


gether on’ personal and social 
righteousness. “Seek good and not 
evil, that ye may live," says Amos, 
the earliest of them, “and ao shall 
Jahveh of hosts be with you, as ye 
gay.” And in another passage he 
scornfully repudiates any special 
claim for Israe] on the ground of 
natignality.. “Did not I bring up 
Israel out of Egypt?” be imagines 
he hears the old nationalistic plea: 
yes, he answers, “but the Philis- 
tines, no less, from Caphtor and the 
. Syriars from Kir’) Thus in Amos 
already Jahyeh comes instinctively 
to te thought of as the shaper of 
the whole world’s destiny, the 
universal Providence who allots 19 
‘each nation its place ia the world 
and its mission in history. And 
when. Isaiah in a well-known 
phrase speaks of Assyria aa “the 
rod of Jahveh’s anger,” the wncon- 
sciaus instrument of his purpose 
* for the punishment: of his rebel- 
lious people, we have already, in 
‘set. terms, the beginnings of a 
philosophy of history. : 
"Future of Jewish Nation : 
Tt is essential, if we are to under- 
ktand Hebrew: prophecy aright, ta 
remember that in the prophetic an- 
nouncements of a reign or kingdom 
of God to be established in the 
future; the reference is throughout 
to the terrestrial future of the 
Jewish nation (and the future of 
the neighbouring nations so far as 
that future is involved in the 
destiny predicted for the chosen 
people). Almost without exception 
the Prophets hald out the prospect 
of a happy end to Israel's troubles, 
conditional upon national repent- 
ance and a return to Jahyeh. “In 
that day,” says Isaiah, “shall‘Ysraed 
he the third with Egypt and 
Assyria, a blessing in the midst of 
the earth’’ Actually situated at 
the centre ef the.then known world, 
the position of Israe] is to be 
central and dominant. The Philis- 
tines on the west, Edom, Moab and 
Ammon on the east, are to be 
brought into subjection, and ‘the 
mierchandise of Tyre is to be for 
them that dwell before Jahveh, to] 
eat sufficiently and. for durable 
clothing” (xxiii, 18), But the as- 
cendancy of Israel is not envisaged 
as conquest and oppression after 
the Assyrian fashion: Israe! is con- 
ceived, rather,.as central in a ‘com- 
munity of nations who shall share 
with her in the knowledge of the 
ike God. The philosophy of his- 
toly is nationalistic but ‘not 
ignobly so. Time passed, however, 
and the, vision of political ascen- 
dancy faded away. The great pro- 
phet of the Exile looks for no more 
than local autonomy and religious 
freedom under the suzerainty of 
one of the great Empires which 
flivided the world .between them. 
He lays exclusive stress on the 
spiritual mission of: Israel— 
Israel, Jahveh’s righteous ‘servant, 
“the people im whose heart is my 
Law,” given “for a light to the 
Gentiles,” to spread the knowledge 
of Jahveh and his righteousness to 
the uttermost ends of the world.

‘be wreaked. The writers of these 
Apocalypses have: surrendered all 
the prophetic -hopes for the -ter-" 
xestrial future of the nation.

by _self-love and’ self-will, the 
other by the love of God and man; 
the one predestined to reign 
eternally with God, the other to 
suffer eternal punishment with 
the devil.” The world was, accord- 
ing to Augustine, in the sixth and 
last period of its history, the period 
which began with -the birth. of 
Christ... The time still to” elapse 
could not. be precisely. estimated,’ 
but as soon as thé number -of the 
elect. has been completed, ‘he says, 
a number known only: to God, the 
present world will come to an end,

CIRCULATED 


® 


PAYMENT OF TAXES 
Canton, Yesterday. 

According to the notice issued 
by the Central Bank of China and 
as previously reported, new bank- 
notes amounting ‘to _ $9,000,000 
were to be put into circulation 
as from July 10, in ratio to the 
amount of the old notes replaced. 
The new. notes may be exchanged 
on demand for silver coins ‘at par. 


From July -15, the old regulation. 


which went into effect, since. the 
war with - Kwanysi, 
taxes to be paid 80 per cent, in 
silver coins and 20 per cent. in 
notes, will be abolished, and 
thereafter: merchants wil] be re- 
quired to’ pay their taxes in the 
new notes, 2 

Old notes that have been des- 


-troyed to date in the presence of 


officials and representatives of 
banks and guilds amount to 
$2,910,650, since the new notes 
came into circulation. 

To meet the demand for cash 
payment on the new notes, the 
Government Mint is working over- 
time,. turning at $300,000 coins 
daily. 

Aviation Control 


It is reported in aviation circles 
that ‘the Central Government has 
in contemplation the entire con- 
trol of aviation’ in China. In 
order to advance aviation both in 
military and commercial spheres, 
the Central Government is plan- 
ning to have no less’ than 500 
"planes with properly trained 
crews. When the military situa- 
tion in the country is settled; the 
Government intends to’ push~ com- 
mercial aviation energetically, for 
which purpose stations will be es- 
tablished in all. the provinces.
